When Mosby had read them he said: 

“This is infamous!” 

He then tceok copies of the dispatches. 
conyersetion tonight he said he meant to 
go to ithe bottom = of business 
and == t expose the slander on his 
character. He said he never dreamed of the 
existence of any such papers until today, and 
that there never was theslightest hint in *the 
nature of negotiation with thé northern army 
ynade (o him during the war. ‘The dispatches 
were writtcn the day before Pope's disastrous 
defeat by Stonewall Jackson and Longstreet at 
the second battle of Bull Run, and it is 
believed emanated from Poe's _ head- 
quarters. Dleasanton owas then in = com- 
mand of the cavalry in Hooker's division, 
and Rufus Ingalls was quartermaster gener- 
alof the f.devral army. Only three days he- 
fore Vicasanton and J. E. B. Stuart had fought 
the bloodiest cavalry engagement of the war at 
Brandy Station,in which neither side could 
claim the victory. Mosby con- 
spicueus part in thatengagement, and that, at 
the time of Picasanton’s dispatch to Ingalls, 
Mosby was harrassing Hooker's rear. 
Hocker was cn the north bank of the Rappa- 
hanneck. and Lee was moving toward Penn- 
selyania. moking bis way toward Gettysburg, 
where three weeks later the vonfederacy re- 
eath blow. Just at the time of this 
correspondence between Pleasanton and In- 
gulls, however, Lee’s star was in the ascendant, 
and if Mesby had been willing to 
betray the coufederate cause, it is not likely 
that he weuld have chosen such atime. His 
friends cid comrades in Washington share his 
indignation atthe insinuation that he was 
ready io become the Benedict Arnold of the 
vonfederacy, and express their absolute confi- 
dence in his devotion to the lost Just 
What course Colonel Mosby will pursue in this 
matter he not indicate, further than to 
declare hisiutention to show the utter falsity 
of this imputation on his honor. 

General Picasanton is living in Washington 
in reduced circumstances. Yourcorrespondent 
sought him tonight, to get his version of this 
remarkable story, but was unable to find him. 
General Rufus Ingalls is on the retired list of 
the army. and resides in New York. There 
may be some sensational developments in this 
matier within the next few days. 

CONSOLIDATING THE DISTRICTS. 

Last session Secretary Manning sent a special 
messave to congress, giving a plan forthe more 
econcinical collection of customs. It proposed 
the consolidation of a large number of collec- 
tion distriets. He recommended that there be 
only one collector for all the Georgia ports of 
entry, to be stationed at Savannah. The ways 
and means committee today agreed on a bill, 
soon to he reported to the house, 
which virtually carries out the recom- 
mendaiious of Secretary Manning, and 
it allows a collector at Savannah, who shall ap- 
point deputies at Brunswick, St. Marys,Augusta 
and Atiunta.and makes only one collection 
district for Georgia. Inall the other states, 
with ports of entry, similar consolidations are 
proposed. The bill will be strongly backed by 
ihe secretary and the ways and means commit- 
tee, bui its passage at this session is doubtfal. 

ME HARRIS MAKES A SPEECH. 

Mr. Harris, of Georgia, made an excellent 
speech today in support of the bill to establish 
ive department of agriculture with 2 
cabinet oiiicer at its head. He spok eof the vast 
agricultural interests of the country. and the 
rightthey bad toexpect such consideration 
from the government. Mr. Harris held the 
undivided attention of the house, and made a 
tine impression. The big majority for the bill 
in the house inspires its friends with the hope 
that it will become a lawat this session.

Discussing the Interstate Commerce Bill in 
the Senaie. 

WAshINGTON, January 11,—In the senate 
Mr. Hawley presented a mgmorial of some 
residents of Washington couaty, Texas, stat- 
1ng that they had heen poe their rights as 
Citizens, by the citizeny a Pri authorities of that 
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county, and appealing for redress to the gov- promoting their material; social, intellectual 


ernment of the United States. Referred. 

Mr. Sherman, by request, introduced a bil! 
to reimburse depositors of the Freedman’s 
bank of Washington. Referred. 

The bill provides that successors iu office of 
the commissioners of the Freedman’s Savings 
and Trust company be directed to pay all de. 
positors of the defunct company, whose ac- 
counts have becn properly verified and balanc- 
ed, a sum of money equal to the verified bal- 
ancesdiue the depositors atthe timeof the 
company’s failure, lessthe amount of dividends 
which may have been declared from the assets 
of the company. The sum of $1,200,000 is ap- 


propriated for this purpose. It is also provided 
that claims not presented within two years for 
pay ment under action shall be barred on limi- 
tation and nothing in theactshallibe construed 
to emtitle depositors to the amount; of any divi- 
deud under the existing laws. {

The constraction sought to be given to 
the fourth section. as to a long and short haul, 
was simply absurd. The plain meaniag of the 
section was that a carrier should not demand 
a larger gross sum for bauling a car load of 
grain or other freight over a part of chis line 
than is demanded for hauling a similar ca 
load of the same class of freight over ‘ts whole 
line. One effect of ii would be to put 
an end to those ruinous competitions for 
through freight, known as “‘rate wars." When 
a railroad company was made to understand 
that the law prohibited it from charging a 
ercater sum over a part of its line thiun it de- 
manded for its whole line, it would be some- 
what reluctant to commit the financia} suicide 
involved in through freights, which were not 
infrequently fixed by angry, unreasonable aud 
reckless rate wars. It would allow fair and 
healthy competition, and would fix rates on its 
ihrongh tariff that would be the standard of 
its maximum local rates. 

Mr. Harris was several times inte*rupted 
with questions, and the dchate took a co} lognial 
form between himself and McPherson, Camden, 
Aldrich and Saulsbury. |

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, stated that & was the 
intention of the committee to call up the Pa- 
cific railroad funding bill, but as a, portion of 
the morning hour had been consumed; he asked 
that the remainder of the hour be ,iispensed 
with before the committee was ecalied. The 
gentleman from Illinois (Springer) hal submit- 
ted an amendment which was not yey printed, 
and that gentleman was not prepared te speak 
teday. He desired, by unanimous. consent, 
that the previous question on the enzrossment 
of the bili be removed, so that it might be 
open to amendment and two hours’ «ebate. 

Chijection was made to Mr. Crisp’s. proposal, 
and a desultory debate followedf sogie of the 
gentlemen, taking part in a conversegiona! dis- 
cussion, dving so for the purpose of “onsuming 
the hour, and thereby accomplisiing Mr. 
(‘risp’sdesire not to have the cor:mittee on 
Pacific railroads called.

The house went into committhe of the 
whole on the bill creating a dep=rtment of 
agriculture and labor.

The bill provides that there shali be at the 
seat of government an exccutive dejirtment to 
be known as the department of agrivalture and 
labor, under control of the secretary of agri- 
culture and labor and an assistant: secretary. 
There shall be in the department of agriculture 
and labora division, which shall be uncer 
charge of the commissioner of labor. who shall 
hold its office four years and untii his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed, unless sooner re- 
moved, and shall receive a salary of. five thous- 
and dollars per year. The commis,ioner shall 
collect information upon the subject of labor, 
its relation to capital, hours of iat-or, rate of 
wages, cost of production of articles, produced, 
earnings of laboring men and womey, means of

protect life aud prevent accidents in mines, 
workshops, factories and other places of ind as- 
try. The secretary is empowered to inguite 
into the causes of discontent which may exist 
between employers and employes within the 
United States,and he may inmviteand hear 
sworn statements from both such parties con- 
cerning the matters in controversy. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, then called up the 
naval reorganization bill, but he was antago- 
nized by Mr. Hatch with a motion that the

He further criticised the bill in 
that it authorized the president, on recom- 
mendation of the commissioners of agricul- 
ture. to place a state in quarantine which 
would virtually put it in the power of the 
cominissioner to suspead the commerce of any 
State, ~ 

Pending the further debate, the committee 
rose and the house adjourned. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Negotiations With the Chinese Government 
—The Frecdman’s Bank. 


WASHINGTON, January 11.—It is understood 
that negotiations with the Chinese government, 
to which allusion was made in the president's 
message, for such a modification of existing 
treaties as will entirely prevent the introduc- 
tion of Chinese coolie labor into this country, 
have just been brought to a suecessful termina- 
tionand that in a few days, an amended 
treaty, covering this point, will be submitted to 
the senate for ratification. -Both the state de- 
partment and Chinese embassy are much grati- 
fied at the satisfactory conclusion reached. 

The house committee on claimstoday dis- 
Representative Dibble’s bill to reim- 
burse depositors of the Freedman’s Savings 
and Trust company for losses incurred by the 
failure of the company. Although final action 
was not taken, the committee was generally 
favorable to the billfand itis expected that a 
report will be ordered atthe next meeting.

Thomas T. Funstall, of Alabama, at Asuncion, 


THAT TEXAS PETITION 


tepublicans Complaining of Foul Treat- 


ment, 

WASHINGTON, January 11,--The petition of 
Stephen A. Hackworth, real estate dealer: 
James L. Moore, merchant, and Carl Scheitze, 
ex-district attorney of Washington county, 
and editor of the Brenham Staatz Zeitung,pre- 
sented today by Senator Hawley, sets forth 
that they were abiding citizens of Brenham, 
Washingtou county, Texas, who ‘dared to be- 
lieve and maintain the right to be republi- 
cans in politics.” 

‘Every effort,”’ the petition continues, ‘‘made to 
obtain redress for wrongs and security for the life 
and propérty has been prevented by the wanton 
and crnelymurder of important witnesses, and by 
the further fact that a body of state troops, osten- 
sibly ordered.to the county to preserve law and 
order, in fact, acted in open concert with the law- 
less men who had committed the election outrages. 
The petition further avers, that republicans are in 
the majority in Washington county, but that in 
oréer to prevent the republicans from securing 
their political rights and _ privileges in the 
county, Alfred Jones, Shadrach Felder and 
“tewart Jones, three colored republicans, were at 
rested upon pretended and malicious charges of 
crime, and while in custody of civil authorities, 
surrendered to “kukiux,’’ and hanged for the rea 

on that the civil authorities of said county, togeth 

er with their jeading political friends, well know- 
ing that satisfactory and adequate evidence would 
be obtained at such trial which would expose and 
make public their political crimes, ordered and 
investigated the death of said Alfred Jones, Shad- 
rich Felder and Stewart Jones.

THE LATE EXCHANGE BANK. 


A Motion to Set Aside the Verdict Against Its 
Cashier Overruled. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va... January -11.—In the 
United States court today, before Judges Bond 
and Hughes, a motion to set aside the verdict in 
the case of George M. Bain, Jr., cashier of the 
late Exchange National bank, of Norfolk, was 
overruled, but judgment is not to be entered 
until January 20th. at Norfolk. 

Cases involving the question of responsibility 
of the state indemnifying board for judgments 
against county and state treasurers and the 
motion of W. L. Royall to reverse the ruling of 
Judge Hughes, requiring tendered coupons to 
be placed in possession of the clerk of the 
court, were to have been argued today before 
Judges Bond and Hughes, of the United States 
cireuit court, in session here, it was, by agree- 
ment, postponed till January 28th, when the 
argument will be heard in Baltimore before the 
judges above named.

YESTERDAY'S BLAZES. 


GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPER- 
TY BY THE FLAMES. 


Professor Bell’s Residence in Washington Ruined— 
Batavia, N, Y., Suffers a Heavy Loss—Firsina 
Cotten Mull at Wilmington, Deleware— 

An Opera House Des royed, Etc. 


WasHINGTON, January 11.--Shortly befure 
three o’cleck this morning fire broke out in 
the upper story of the handseme house owned 
by Professor Alexander Graham Bell, in this 
city, causing a loss, at the lowest estimate, of 
$50,000. The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but it is suppesed that it began in the labora- 
tery, which was located in the attic story, and 
which contained a number of Professor Bell's 
electrical appliances. The library, containing 
about 5,000 volumes, principally of a scientific 
character, was almost totally destroyed. 

As Professor Bell is absent from the city. the 
amount of the insurance upon the house and 
furniture cannot be definitely ascertained, but 
it is said does not excced 525,009. 

Later investigation leads to the belief that 
the fire originated from an open grate ina 
room occupied asa studio. Loss now estimated 
at 355,000, Insurance $25,000. 

The Henry library in the northwest corner 
and Bell's library in the southwest corner were 
found to be unharmed. although water had 
poured down through the ceiling in the center 
of beth of these rooms. 


Purning of a Spanish Palace. 

Maprip, January 11.—Vire in Alcazar palace, 
at Toledo, on Sunday, resulted in the total de- 
struction of the building. The water appli- 
ances Were very meager, and the firemen wer: 
cbliged to allow the fire to take its course, and 
to direct their efforts to prevent the flames 
from spreading to the town. During the pro- 
gress of the firethree officers and seventeen men 
were injured, some severely. No one was 
kiiled. The palace was recently restored at a 
cost of a million dollars, 


An Opera House and Hotel Burn, 

Suncook, N, H., January 11.---A large fire 
started here at 8:50 a.m. The hydrants were 
frozen, and in a short time the opera_honse and 
hotel adjoining were destroyed. The exteriors 
of the new Methodist church and three brick 
hlecks en the opposite side of the street were 
damaged before the hydrants were thawed out, 
but the firemen succeeded in saving them. 
Loss, $75,000, divided among a number of 
tradesmen, in sums ranging from 41,009 to 
3,000. 


Pynamite Explosion and Fire. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., January 11.—The dyna- 
mite faciory, at Plattsburg, was totally destroyed 
by fire and explosion at about 9 o'clock this morh- 
ing. The shock was felt here—20 iniles distant. 
Doors and windows were rattied as if by an earth- 
quake, an‘l many hundreds of persons ran into the 
street A private dispatch says the fire caught in 
the epgine room, and the workmen left when they 
were pnable to extinguish the flames. No lives 
were lost. The main factory was destroyed, buta 
storehouse near by, witha large amount of dyna 
mite steied thereiu, escaped. 


. Heavy Loss in Batavia. 

‘Batavia, N. Y., January 11.—A terrible fire 
broke ont here about 3:50 o’clock this morning. 
‘The*wind was blowing hard at the time. The 
whole townis threatened.

BUSINESS. 


Scenes at the Shops—The Management—The Freight 
Business—The Goedwater Extensioa-Tho 
Covington and Macon and Georgia South~ 
ern and Florids-Other News, 


Macon, Ga., January 11.—[Special.]—Toda 
your correspondent called at the Central rail- 
road offices and had quitea chat with Major 
Theo D. Kline, the general superintendent of 
all the Central’s Macon interests. Major Kline 
says that the melon aud fruit traffic fillsa big 
gap that was formerly felt in the Southwes- 
tern’s business. Two years ago the most of 
that class of freights was from other sections 
lower down, and from Florida. Now the area 
devoted to this branch of industry hasso in- 
creased along the Southwestern lines that there 
is hardly a break in the freight traffic. Hereto- 
fore, and it is still so on the Central lines, sev- 
eral freight trains have been taken off after 
cotton, and before guano shipments. This 
caused a big falling off in certain seasons, and 
many men were censequently thrown onutof 
employment. Now, however, the southwes- 
tern freight trains are able to ran almost con- 
tinually. Some little time agosomeof the 
southwestern crews were taken off, but they 
are nearly all at work again. Inashort time 
the melonsand early vegetabies will begin to 
come in, and then all will be lively again. 

This business has grown to be quite an item 
in railroad revenues. It isa little strange that 
the business has not takena bigger hold on the 
Central lines, but the timber interests of the 
region along that line toward Savannah has 
probably kept the business in the background. 

From the present outlook the new manage- 
ment will make few, if any, changes in the 
business management of the road, particularly 
the Macon branches. It would be next to im- 
possible to replace these trained officials and 
heads of departisents. 

Major Kline, the snperintendent, and Mejor 
A.C. Knapp, the agent of the various road; 
centering here, are two of the most courteous 
raiJroad men in the country, and their very ef- 
ticient corps of clerks and employes, are all 
that can be desired to successfully run a great 
railroad business. Sam-Hoge, the master of 
trains,and Joe Hoge and Tom Hudson, the 
ticket agenis, are pre-eminentiy qualified, by 
years of service, for the responsible tasks that 
they are called upon to perforin. 

Your correspondent madea short tour of the 
shops and found an army of men basy, ham- 
mering, sawing, banging away on 
broken engines, superannuated cars and 
the embryo locomotives and five sleepers. One 
noticeable engine is the old Cuvler, now engin” 
43, which was in a smashup with the Gate City, 
engine 94, at Everett’s station, recently. The 
old Cuyler was named for an old president, who 
was for many years the ruling spirit of the 
Central railroad. His picture adorns te side 
of the boiler, surrounded by an ornamental 
frame of iron work, and it is said to be a very 
true likeness. 

The Gate City is a younger engine and was 
built for the Southwesteru rvad. 

The W. G. Raoul, the first engine run on the 

sneva Vista railroad, is in the shops for a little 
repairipg. 

A striking scene was witnessed at the main 
entrance betwecn twelve and half past twelve, 
the dinner hour. A small army of women and 
children were assembled there awaiting ad- 
mittance. Buckets, baskets, coffee pots, jugs 
of milk and all the etceteras that go to make 
up the dinner for these men, of iron muscle, 
were scattcred about. At precisely 12:50 the 
great whistle blew a shrill blast, and then the 
gate was opened and the hungry men pitched 
into their dinners with appetites rendered all 
the keener by six hours’ work in the big 
shops.

Mark of Cain Placed on the Man Who 
Kills His Only Brother, 
rom the Murphy, N, C., Bulletzn, 

Many of cur readers ure cognizant of the fact 
hat a most brutal murder +svas committed in 
his county about eight or ten yearsago. We 
wii! not go into full detail regarding the crime, 
bat will give a brief synopsis of the crime. 
What we wish to state, however, will be most- 
ly in regard to the man wio committed the 

crime, What his life has been since, ctc. 

In i844 a man bythe name of Morti ner 
moved to this county from Virginia. He was 
a wealthy mMan—owning Any quantity of 
slaves. By turn he wasa fiterary man, aid 
hadan accomplished eduction, and perhap 
the finest library in western Carolina. He was 
sail to be a good man. We wish we could say 
as much forthe mother. Suffice it to say she 
was not a good woman. 

When the war broke out «ll of his property 
was swept away—everythiny he possessed, and 
he died just before the surrender, leaving his 
wife and two little sons to battle their way in 
the world alone. 

They were about eight and ten years of age 
when their father died, and, with proper care 
and training, ihey would have undoubtedly 
made good and useful citizens; but with such a 
mother, we will ask, what better could have 
been expected of them’? She taught them to 
hate everybody, and that everybody was their 
eneiny. Shemade them go armed, and when 
one of them was fined for carrying concealed 
weapons, she paid the fine imposed, bought him 
a pair of pistols and told him to wear them 
buckled around his waist, and use them when 
he thought proper. 

They—-Henry and Edward---grew up to be 
young men, and at the time the crime was 
committed, they were about 28 and 50 years 
old respectively. 

Jealousy on both sides and a woman was 
ihe cause of the crime. s 

fienry had loaned his brother Edward sixty 
dollars or more, and often he had asked his 
brother for it, but was always put off with 
some trifling excuse. 

He went over to see his brother about it— 
they were living on the same farm, but not in 
the same house—and he was heard to remark 
before he left the house ‘‘that he would have 
his money or blood,” and he got blood ! 

They met in front of their mother's house, 
and were standing within-ten feet of each 
other, Their mother, seeing them standing 
there quarreling, walked out of the house and 
stood between them. The conversation that 
took place between them was never known. 

Suddenly there rang out on the cool, quiet 
air, the report of a pistol, and Edward Morti- 
mer icil dead at his brother’s feet, the ball 
having penetrated his forehead, killing him 
instantly, and in his hand was an open knife.

His brother visited him the 
secend time, and reached out his skeleton 
arm 21d bony fingers. and commenced plucx- 
ing his hair—one by One—from his heaj; then 
his eye brows, eye lashes, beard aud 380 on, 
until he had plucked every hair off his entire 


| bedy. It was pot done in one uight, bub was ddcwk 
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kept up from night to night for a period of 
about three months. 

He is a wanderer on the carth, and travels at 
night. He is the greatest curiosity that we 
have ever seen, He has the supposed mark of 
Cain,

State Banks and the General Govern- 
ment, 

THE CONSTITUTION has suggested on sev- 
eral occasions recently that the time has 
arrived when congress sh@uld repeal the ten 
per cent tax on the circulation of banks 
other than national banks. This repeal 
would give such states as might desire todo 
so an opportunity to organize a system of 
state banks. Several of our esteemed con- 
temporaries, however, who believe that it is 
the duty of congress to protect the public 
against state banks, have hooted at the sug- 
gestion of THE CONSTITUTION, and have 
supplemented their hoots with a good deal 
of irrelevant talk about ‘‘wildcat banks.’’ 
A wildcat bank, it should be remembered, 
isnot a state bank; it is a private bank 
which has the privilege of issuing notes, 
and we may be very sure that there could 
be no such banksas these in this day and 
time. A private bank is one thing and a 
state bank another ; and as we have already 
shown in these columns, the state banks 
that existed before the war never caused 
their note-holders adollar’s loss. We speak 
for this state, of course. The notes of the 
bank of state of Georgia were good in New 
York and in every market of Europe that 
had dealings with this country. This bank 
had branches in various parts of the state, 
and it furnished to the people of Georgia a 
currency as good as that of the national 
banks. This is history. 

We observe that the bank superintendent 
of the state of New York, in his annual re- 
port, declares that the time is ripe for a re- 
turnof the system of state bank issue. The 
suggestion of Superintendent Payne is a good 
one, but his proposition that ‘‘the comptroller 
of the currency shall be the general super- 
visor’’ of these banks is below the belt, as 
the bovs say. It isin furtherance of the 
idea, which has received such general ac- 
ceptance now, that the people of a 
state are not able to look after 
their own interests without the  in- 
terference of a one-horse oflicer of the gene- 
ral government. This is nonsense, pure and 
simple. The people of Georgia do not de- 
sire the protection of the general govern- 
ment so tar as the establishment of state 
banks are concerned, nor is the general gov- 
ernment in any way interested in any. bank- 
ing system that Georgia may adopt. 

All that Georgia asks is that the national 
banks be allowed tostand on their own bot- 
tom, without the protection afforded by the 
ten per cent tax. 


Will He Confess ? 

While Cluverius did not, like Eugene 
Aram, conduct his own defense in the court- 
room, he has from time to time written quite 
voluminously, presenting his side of the 
case very clearly and forcibly. It will be 
recollected that Aram/’s defense consisted in 
a vigorous attack upon the circumstantial 
evidence arrayed against him. This has 
been the line adopted by Cluverius. 

Of course there is little similarity between 
the cases, beyond the fact that the two men 
were convicted by circumstantial evidence. 
Aram, however, broke down_and confessed a 
day or two before his execution. Like Clu- 
verius, he was an educated man, and almost 
to the last, his wonderful calmness impressed 
people favorably. 

If the young Virginian weakens now, and 
confesses his crime, he will have to make 
quick work of it. But will he confess? He 
has from the first stoutly asserted his inno- 
cence, and he has published elaborate reviews 
of the evidence against him, to show that it 
did not justify his conviction. He is even 
now wrHing the concluding pages of a book, 
in which he maintains his innocence. The 
prisoner is devoted to his aunt, and other 
relatives who have faith in him, and he 
knows that a confession would be deeply 
mortifying to them. 

It all depends upon the unfortunate man’s 
nerve. If he retains the self-control which 
thus far has characterized him, he will not 
confess. Dut it is impossible to say how the 
prospect of death will affect him as the fatal 
hour approaches. There have been mur- 
derers who kept their grim secrets to the 
last. The Boston murderer, Alley, who was 
acquitted upon a technicality, was known 
by allmentobe guilty, but he never told 
the story. He went through life apparently 
without a troubled conscience, and during 
his Jast illness he was perfectly unconcerned. 
Contrary to the general expectation, he died 
without making any allusion whatever to 
his crime. Cluverius may have the Boston 
man’s stolid nature, and he may brave it 
out. Then, too, there is a bare possibility 
that he is really innocent. And this view of 
it is the most painful and depressing feature 
of the case. 
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The Interstate Commerce Bill. 

We print elsewhere a communication from 
Colonel R. F. Maddox, and commend it to 
the attention of our readers. TARE CoNnsTI- 
TUTION is not making any campaign against 
railroad legislation. It advocated the rail- 
road laws of Georgia, and then advocated 
modifications suggested by the Georgia com- 
missioners themselves. Its position in this 
matter has been frequently misapprehended, 
or misrepresented, by its esteemed contem- 
poraries. We believe in the right of state 
control, but even state control, with all its 
limitations, is a very delicate matter indeed, 

We are convinced that the proper way to 
control these corporations, is by means of 
state commissions acting together harmoni- 
ously. Such a system as this is undoubtedly 
a long way in the future. Meanwhile, we 
are not up in arms against the interstate 
commerce biJl, though we are not sure that 
that measure will not work harm to the 
public. 

We feel sure, for one thing, that it is not 
calculated to prevent the discrimination 
against Atlanta, which is now the subject of 
complaint. On the other hand, we believe 
it will legalize and perpetuate this discrimi- 
nation. This, if we are not mistaken, is 
also the opinion of Major Campbell Wallace, 
of the Georgia railroad commission, who 
thoroughly understands the subject in all its 
bearings. _

portionate§rate should be charged. We ob- 
serve, moreover, that there is already a dif- 
ference of opinion in congress as to the real 
meaning of the fourth ‘section of the bil!. 
Why is it not possible to put that section in 
plain, straightforward English, so that there 
can be no misunderstanding of its real 
meaning? 

There is another point to which attention 
ought to be called—namely, that the south- 
ern people are not bound to be, henceforth 
and forever, receivers of freight and nothing 
else. All the symptoms go to show that the 
south, ifnot now, will certainly be in the 


‘near future, shippers of stuff on which the 


long haul principle should not be suffered to 
act. We already have cotton to ship. After 
awhile we will have an abundance of cotton 
goods, iron products and other materials to 
send to the north, east and west. 

In discussing such questions as this every 
interest should be taken into consideration. 
Considering the question locally, we do not 
see how Atlanta is to be helped by the inter- 
state commerce bill, but we think we see 
how it isto be hurt. With respect to the 
whole south, we are of the opinion that the 
long haul principle is of vital importance. 


A Remarkable Proposition. 

The governor of Connecticut proposes to 
revolationize the penal system of his state. 

He is not in favor of reforming criminals 
because he believes that it is impossible to 
reformthem. He says that the way to make 
a prison effective |is to shut up forever with- 
in its walls the entire criminal class of the 
state. Confinement brutalizes a criminal 
and intensifies his evil tendencies, and it 
is a wrong to society to turn him loose to 
again begin a career of robbery and murder. 
Some future legislature, the governor thinks, 
will make life imprisonment the penalty for 
all crimes of a serious character. 

In all civilized countries the object of a 
penitentiary system is to reform as well as 
punish the criminal. Here in the United 
States we are wedded to this idea, and the 
Connecticut governor will find public. senti- 
ment overwhelmingly against him. No 
doubt many prisonsare.in reality schools for 
criminals. The short term convicts who go 
there not irredeemably wicked come out 
eager to plunge red-handed into deeper 
abysses of crime. But society must bear 
such evils. It will not do to pass a law 
compelling all bad men to be locked up for 
life. The worst and sharpest of the lot 
would escape and take an active part in 
making the laws and moulding public 
opinion. Our penal system has its defects, 
but it suits our people better than the sub- 
stitute suggested by the governor of.Con- 
necticut.

S})X MONTHS OF PROHIBITION. 


A Fair Trial in Rhode Island--Drunkenness 
On the Increase. 
From the Providence, R. I., Journal. 

But, precisely as was anticipated, in place of 
the saloons a multitude of methods for selling se- 
cretly have been introduced. These include “clubs” 
of varying degrees of disreputability, “kitchen bar- 
rocms”’ in filthy tenement houses, and a swarm of 
“pocket peddlers’ who have infested the south 
pait of the state. These devices for evading the 
law, allofth: m violating its spirit and some its 
leiter, are found, with possibly two exceptions, in 
every town which has reported. Certainly in this 
city, and apparently throvghout the state. the num- 
ber cf these sources of liquor distribution is not 
substantially less than the numberof saloons under 
the license law. As indicated, nowever, by 
the comparative police . statistics of 1855 
and 1885, the quantity of liquor distributed from 
there sources is considerably less than was sold 
under the license system ; but, for obvious reasons, 
it is,onthe average, of much greater alcoholic 
strength. Again, either these methods of secret 
selling are increasing or a larger number of people 
are coming to avail themselves thereof, for there 
has been, taking the state as a whole, a moreor 
less noticeable increase of drunkenness during the 
last quarter as compared with the first three months 
under the prohibitory law. This increase varies 
from 122 per cent in Woonsocket down to ascareely 
appreciable amount in some of the country towns, 
In Providence, during the last three months, ar- 
rests for drunkenness alone have increased over 16 
per cent., while both the foreign and domestic im- 
portation of liquor advanced very materially in 
the closipg mouths of the year. 


ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Interstats Commerce Bill. 

Epirors ConsTITuTion: In your editorial 
of yesterday morning appears the following state- 
ment, viz: 

“The fourth section of the interstate commerce 
bill does not help Atlanta to any great extenf. 
The truth is, Atlanta must have the new railroad 
we were telling you about the other day, and she 
must control it.’’ Now, Mr. Editor, I will say that 
I have given this interstate commerce bill some 
study, especially the long and short haul features 
in it, and ]am decidedly in favor of, its passage, 
and believe that every manin Atlanta—or the whole 
country, if you please—would favor it if he under 
stood it asI do,unless he is citherdirectly or remotely 
interested in some o the maby railroads inthis 
country. Iam in favor of the passage of the bill on 
the same principle that I advocated General Alex- 
ander’s clection as president of the Central rail- 
road, that we could lose nothing by 
the change. The interstate commerce 
bill, as 1 understand it, proposes to appoint com- 
missioners to take charge otand regulate the rail- 
road traflic ofthe whole country, just as many oi 
the states have done by appointing commissioners 
to regulate the railroad traffic in the different 
States, 

Many ofthe railroad authorities organized last 
year to defeat the authority ot the railroad com- 
missioners of this state, but failed; The same sort 
of influence is now trying to defeat this billin con- 
gress, but 1 hopethat will meet with the same fate. 
If this bill becomes a law it will largely break up 
the railroad pool that inaugurated this long haul 
system which has proved so injurious, at least to all 
local and mercantile interests. 

Asan Atlanta man,I wouldask: What is the 
long-haul system doing for us? Itis certainly ta- 
king twenty-five or thirty thousand bales of cotton 
away from Atlanta this season, that 
justly belongs here. If it was not for this unjust 
discrimination Atlanta would reccive over twe 
hundred thousand bales of cotion this scason. 

The organization of these railroad pools and oth- 
er strong financial monopolies is at the bottom and 
is the prime cause of the Knights of Labor and 
other labor organizations organizing to protect 
themselves against these grinding monopolies, and 
unless they are checked by congress, the labor 
troubles have just commenced and these labor or- 
ganizations that are now exciting the country will 
go on and on until serious results will be realized. 

The cotton interest is not the only interest that is 
suffering from these long hauls. I speak of that, as 
I am more interested in its results; but other trades 
are equally embarrassed by these long hauls. A 
few days sincea merchant wasin our oflice, and 
while there telegraphed to Macon for a car 
load of meat. I saw the «dispatch, 
and said: ‘Tlow is this?”’ He replied: 
‘After meat is shipped from Chicago, through 
Atlanta to;Macon,I can buy it in Macon and ship it 
to my town within twenty miles of Atlanta 
cheaper than I can buy it in Atlanta and ship it to 


that place.” 

This.is all wrong. Let the distance regulate the 
freights. You say let usbuild another railroad. 
I have always favured building railroads here, and 
have done what little I couldto help it. But if 
we build it, tbe pool will take charge ofit, and will 
pull the commerce that belongs here away from 
us, almost from our very corporation. That has 
been the result of otherroads that we have 
here, then why build more? Now,.Mr. Editor, I 
hepe you will give this matter serious thought and 
investigation, and be able to advocate the passage 
of this bill. itis the bili for the peopié, tho en-

‘THE FIRE CHIEFS. 


THE CONVENTION OF THE UNITED 
STATES TO MEET IN ATLANTA. 


Chief Joyner Receives a Letter from the Secretary 
ef the Agsociation~He Will be in Atlanta 
~ Bcon- Chief Joyner Will go to Cincinnati 
~What Will be Done There, Ete, 


“] have just received a letter from Mr. H. A. 
Hills, secretary of the Fire Engineers’ associa- 
tion of the United States,” said Chief Joyner 
yesterday, ‘‘and he will probably be here in a 
day or two.” 

“For what?’ 

“Well, you know that the association will 
meet in Atlanta this year and Mr. Hills’s visit 
is to arrange the first preliminary steps. The 
executive committee is to meet in Cincinnati 
this month, and Mr. Hills wants to look over 
Atlanta before that meeting. When he arrives 
I shall make him my guest and show him over 
the field, and will then accompany him to 
Cincinnati.” 

“The convention was held last year in-——’ 

“Providence, Rhode Island. That was the 
fourteenth annual convention. It was held on 
August 24th, 25th, 26th and 27th, and next 
year will be the fifteenth year of the organiza- 
tion.” 

“Is the attendance large usually?” 

“Yes. The association is composed of chiefs 
of New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Baltimore, Richmond, San Francisco, in fact, 
every where there isa paid fire department. 
In fact, every state inthe union is represent- 
ed, and at the last meeting there were three 
hundred members present, besides about fifty 
ladies. But outside of the membership there 
is always a large attendance.” 

“What brings those who are not members?”’ 

“Well, members of fire conimissions at- 
tend from different cities to seein what way 
they can improve their home departments, 
Then inventors and manufacturers swarm to 
the convention in large numbers to display 
their goods,” 

‘What kind of goods?” 

‘Steam fire engines, hook and ladder trucks, 
hose reels, chemical engines, hose of all de- 
scriptions, nozzles, life-saving apparatus, pipes, 
swinging harness and all fire department sup- 
plies. In fact, everything that is put iuto ac- 
tive use in the service is on exhibition.” 

“Doesn't it cost money to make 
plays?” 

“Yes, but the manufacturer has that to bear, 
and he frequently finds it a paying invest- 
ment. All of the supplies thatare on exhibi- 
tion are carefully examined by the convention, 
and if they are good wé say so, but if they are 
not we are equally candid.” 

‘Are not theconventions a sort 
the chiefs?” 

“Oh, no. It isa great benefit to the section 
in which itis held. Adjoining cities can send 
delegates and see all these things on exhibi- 
tion, ,and can equip tbeir departments in 
first-class style for much less expense 
thau they haveany idea, and‘cai see lots of 
swwall things that will be’a great benefit to 
their departments. ‘These small departments 
never knew such things were in existence. 
Now, forinstance, at the convention at Long 
Branch in 1885, 1 bought a shut off nozzle for 
+15 that I believe has saved Atlanta from water 
damage not less than $5,000. By attending our 
conventions, all such things being on exhibi- 
tion, they are readily seen. Then a great beii- 
efit tosmaller cities is to hear chiefs from 
larger cities give their experience as fire chiefs. 
lt will benefit any citizen to attend the con- 
ventions 

“Do you think the convention will have a 
big actendance this year?” 

“Well, yes, I think it will be more generally 
attended than any for several years. The 
northern and western people want to see the 
south, and will come.”’ 

“How long will you be in session?” 

“The convention generally holds four or five 
days, but I'm going to try to keep it a week 
this time.” 

‘What will you have for them here?” 

“Well, we will give them a banquet, carry 
them over the city, and make them 
feel at home like we do _ strangers 
every time they come to Atlanta, 
I want totake them to Kennesaw mountain, 
that being an old battle field and noted to most 
ofthem, and while there give them an old 
time Georgia barbecue. Atlanta must treat 
them well, as their meetings are sought for, 
and the city they select should feel honored. 
The benefit to Atlanta will be worth thousands 
of dollars, and it is notlikean excursion from 
certain localities, it brings delegates frommil 
parts of the union. 

“How did the convention happen to select 
Atlanta ?” 

“Luck—that same luck that has always been 
with Atlanta, secured the convention. <A doz- 
zen towns were after it. When the time for the 
selection came, I arose and addressing the 
president, said: ‘I am hereto represent the 
fire interests of Atlanta. Wehave got a nice 
little town there called the “Gate City of the 
South,” and we baveeight different railroads 
enteriug there. Forthat reason there is no 
trouble in getting through rates from any 
points in the United States. It is about 
fifteen houts ride fram Cincinati, and thirty- 
one from New York. We _ should appre- 
ciate a visit from the convention very’ much, 
though probably we may rot be able to enter- 
tain you as royally assome of the wealthier 
cities, but we will do the best we can for you, 
if you will favor us with a visit, and we will 
drcat you as wellas we know how. We have 
got paid departments down there, and it would 
certainly do usa great deal of good to have a 
visit from you. Atlanta is the headquarters 
for the south, and it is in the middle ofa fine 
healthy neighborhood; we area city set ona 
hill. If you will come down there, I will speak 
for the whole city, that we shall appreciate you, 
and give a good o!d Georgia welcome. 

“Mr.  anbigeoner ex-chiet from Richmond, Va., 
followed ine, saying: “I am glad ‘to see that the 
southern cities are going to the front and urg- 
ing the importance of this convention going to 
the south. It isa well known fact, sir, to a 
good many members of the asseciation, that six 
or seven years ago I had quiteatime, and de- 
voted three days of hard tatk in order to get 
this convention tothe capital city of the late 
confederate states, Richmond,8Va. It was his- 
torica), sir, and but for that fact I do not 
think that we should have succeeded, because 
they had taken up the idea thatall our souwth- 
ern cities were unhealthy. I say the idea has 
gone abroad that our southern cities are un- 
healthy, but such is not the case. 

I know of no better cities in the union in 
regard to health matters than our southern 
cities are, and I know if this convention deter- 
mines to go to Atlanta and accept the kind in- 
vitation of the chief, they will néver have 
cause to regret. When the convention met at 
Richmond, it did a great deal of good, as far as 
promoting the interests of firemen’s oganiza- 
tions, and of paid departments iu the southern 
states was concerned. Now that the ball has 
been started in motion, I hope that this con- 
vention will unanimously accept the invita- 
tion, and I assure you that the people of the 
south will give you a hearty and cordial wel- 
come. 

“Then Mr. Christie, from Decatur, IIl., se- 
cured the floor, saying: I gnderstand that ex- 
Chictf Taylor moves that acceptance of the in- 
Vitation: if such is the case, ]:econd its ac- 
ceptance. I have seen Atlanta and certaily in 
the history of the country, there has never 
been anything to equal that city. It was 
razed to the ground during the late trouble, 
but its people have succeeded by dint of their 
perseverance and hard labor, and by the help 
of capitalists from the north, now settled 
there, succeeded in building up a city 
of about 60,000 inhabitants. I will say, sir, in 
that city there is one hotel of 600 rooms, and I 
believe that in all my travels I have never 
known abetter furnished one. I was there 
three months ago in company with a few other 
northern people. We went there with a feel- 
ing that things would not be all that we should 
require, but with a desire to see old comrades. 
I second the motion to accept the invitation.

WORD'S DEATH. 


SENATOR 


The Representative of the 34th District 


Passes Away After a Brief Illness, 


Hon. Ernest M. Word, state senator from the 
34th senatorial district, died at his father’s 
home in Decatur at ten minutes before five 
o'clock yesterday cvening. 

Mr. Word was sick only a few days. A week 
ago today he was seized with what appeared to 
be cramp colic. He did not take his bed until 
Thursday. Very soon the illness took on a 
ecmplicated form and troubles arose which 
deficd the skill of the physicians. Several of 
the most eminent medical men of the state 
were called to the bedside of the suffering 
senator, but their efforts were fruitless. Yes- 
terday morning Mr. Word had passed. beyond 
hope of recovery and just before five o’clock in 
the evening he breathed his last. His untime- 
ly end bas cast a deep gloom over his large cir- 
cle of friends, and especially in Decatur, where 
he was greatly loved and admired for the many 
noble traits of character which were his. The 
funeral services will occur at the Presbyterian 
church at Decatur at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
moining. Mr. Word was about thirty years of 
age. Hie was a son of Dr. R. C. Word, of the 
Southern Medical college. He was educated 
for the law, and made quite an enviable repu- 
tation in that profession. In 1879 he, together 
with Mr. (. M. Candler, one of the present 
members of the house of representatives from 
DeKalb, bought the DeKaib County News, 
and conducted that paper for some time, 
finally disposing of it. Mr. Word was 
later on engaged inthe real estate business. 
He declined to run for ofiice, although often 
importuned to do so, until the last senatorial 
race. He was easily successful and became an 
influential member of the senate. His death 
leaves a vacancy in the senatorship which an 
election will have to fill. In his death DeKalb 
county bas lost one of her most valuable citi- 
zens and one whose far reaching influence was 
always exercised for good.

MT. ZION cCHURCH'SU: SUES MT. OLIVE 
CHURCH FOR LIBEL. 


Preliminary Proceedings Before Justice Landrum-— 
Some Serious Charges Mads by One Congrega- 
tion Against the Other~Defendants Plead 
the Truth of Their Accusations. 


The office of Justice of the Peace Landrum 
has been the theater during several days past 
of a lively contention between the congrega- 
tions of two negro churches. The members of 
the warring factions have flocked by the scores 
to the justice’s office, and he has been almost 
overwhelmed by a black cloud of witnesses. 
The warring church members are determined 
to give each other no quarter, and they will 
fight te the bitter end. The case has already 
excited a keen interestamongthechurch-going 
element of the city’s colored population, which 
element, of course, embraces nearly every negro 
in Atlanta, 

The fuss came about in this way: W. H. 
Clements, the present pastor of the Mount Olive 
Baptist church, who figures as a defendant in 
the present case, was, for some time, the pastor 
of Mount Zion Baptist church. During his 
ministrations as the shepherd of the Mount 
Zion flock he was accused of being too intimate 
with some of the sisters, and serious charges 
were about to be formally brought against him. 
He onutgeneralled his accusers by 
linguishing his charge and __ starting 
another chureh before he could be tried. 
There was immediately a split_in the Mount 
Zion congregation, a considerable 
which. believing implicitly in their former 
pastor’s innocence, followed bim, and united 
with Mt. Olive church. Of course, a very bit- 
ier feeling was engendered. Each faction 
looked with an envious eye upon the other. 
After Pastor Clement’s withdrawal from Mount 
Zion church, its congregation  héap- 
ed. abuse upon him and the members 
ef his new flock, which detraction 
and crimination were returned with interest. 
Seme time agothe congregation, deacons and 
pastor of Mount Olive church published and 
eansed to be placed upon the minutes of said 
church the most damaging accusations against 

ertain members of the Mount Zion church, 
The denunciation was wholesale, none of the 
individual members being singled or named. 
se deacons of the Zion church were not 
willing to restunder such serious charges, and 
hey went before Justice of the Peace Lan- 
drum and swore out a warrant against 
V. H. Clements, pastor, and Deacons Tuck, 
Brown, llopkinsand Daniels. These defendants 
are charged with criminal libel. The libel con- 
sists, it is alleged, in making the charges above 
referted to. Back of the prosecution and sup- 
porting it are some 300 colored people, many of 
whom are well-to-do and well thought of, 


Sustaining the defendants are about the same | 


number of equally rsspectable colored people, 
Dozens of witnesses have been summoned to 
appear on both sides and the case 
three or four days. Thus far only a 
few witnesses have been placed on the stand. 
The defendants came into court admitting the 
libel and resting their defense upon the truth 
of their allegations. They claim that their 
statements can be proved to be true. 

Mr. L. W. Thomas represents the prosecutors, 
and Clark & Newman, W. J. Elbert and James 
I.. Mason are managing the defense. 
ther hearing of the case has been postponed 
till to-morrow morning at 9 o’clock, when the 
prosecution will proceed to produce testimony.

“How much work did you do yesterday’”’ 

“We broke upa mile and nearly a half of 
dirt during the day.”’ 

“Do you mean to say that vou made a mile 
and a half of railroad’”’ 

“No, not that, exactly, 
are at work on a mile and a haif- 
scattered over that much ground.’ 

“How is the county? Does it make 
work ”” 

‘No. The road will require less heavy work, 
bard railroad work, than any road ever built 
into Atlanta. Where we are working now, 
and for many miles further down, there will 
be no big fillsand no deepcuts. Just now we 
are doing about twenty feet surface.”’ 

“What do you mean by that?” 

“T mean that no cuts are deeper or will be 
deeper than twenty feet. Then, too, the fills 
hetween the cuts are not deep enough to con- 
sume all the dirt we excavate.’ 

“And you are going to push the work?’ 

“Just as fast asmen and money can do it. 
As soon as we finish the Georgia Midland we 
will put our entire force on the road, and then 
things will hum, 1 tell you, 
Next week I think we will 
have twice as many men at work as we have 
today. Igo out every morning. I get up at 
daylight, drive out, and get back at dark, The 
road will be built as good as the Georgia Mid- 
land, and that is the best constructed road in 
the south,”

MT. ZION CHURCH SUES MT. OLIVE 
CHURCH FOR LIBEL. 


Preliminary Proceedings Before Justice Landrum-— 
Some Serious Charges Mads by One Congrega- 
tion Against the Other—Defendants Piead 
the Truth of Their Accusations. 


The oftice of Justice of the Peace Landrum 
has been the theater during several days past 
of a lively contention between the congrega- 
tions of two negro churches. The members of 
the warring factions have flocked by the scores 
to the justice’s office, and he has been almost 
overwhelmed by a black cloud of witnesses. 
The warring church members are determined 
to give each other no quarter, and they will 
fight te the bitter end. The case has already 
excited a keen interest among thechurch-going 
element of the city’s colored population, which 
element, of course, embraces nearly every negro 
in Atlanta. 

The fuss camfe about in this way: W. H. 
Clements, the present pastor of the Monnt Olive 
Baptist church, who figures as a defendant in 
the present case, was, for some time, the pastor 
of Mount Zion Baptist church. During his 
ministrations as the shepherd of the Mount 
Zion flock he was accused of being too intimate 
some of the sisters, and serious charges 
out to be formally brought against him. 
He  outgeneralled his accusers by 

eiinquishing his charge and __ starting 
another echureh before he could be tried. 
There was immediately a split in the Mount 
Zion congregation, a considerable part of 
which. believing implicitly in their former 
pastor’s innocence, followed bim, and united 
with Mt. Olive church. Of course, a very bit- 
ter feeling was engendered. Each faction 
looked with an envious eye upon the other. 
After Pastor Clement’s withdrawal from Mount 
Zion church, its congregation heap- 

ed abuse upon him and the members 
of his new flock, which detraction 
and crimination were returned with interest. 

Seme time agothe congregation, deacons and 
pastor of Mount Olive church published and 
eansed to be placed upon the minntes of: said 
church the most damaging accusations against 
certain members of the Mount Zion church, 
The denunciation was wholesale, none of the 
individual members being singled or named. 

‘The deacons of the Zion church 
willing to restunder such serious charges, and 
hey went before Justice of the Peace Lan- 
drum and swore out a warrant against 
W. H. Clements, pastor, and Deacons Tuck, 
Brown, Hlopkinsand Daniels. These defendants

W. Thomas represents the prosecutors, 
and Clark & Newman, W. J. Elbert and James 
I.. Mason are managing the defense, The fur- 
ther hearing of the case has been postponed 
till to-morrow morning at 9 o’clock, when the 
prosecution will proceed to produce testimony.
